Canada’s Parliamentary Budget 
Officer is painting a much bleak¬ 
er picture for oil prices than 
the Alberta government, which 
could mean the province will 
be billions of dollars short in 
coming years. 

In a report released Tuesday, 
the budget officer, who is tasked 
with giving independent finan¬ 
cial analysis to Parliament, es¬ 
timates oil will reach $59 US 
per barrel by the end of 2020. 
The NDP are much more opti¬ 
mistic, with the price reaching 
$58 per barrel in 2016, $67 per 
barrel in 2017 and $78 per bar¬ 
rel by 2018. 

Alberta’s reliance on oil and 
gas revenue means the govern¬ 


ment loses $170 million for 
eveiy dollar under that projected 
average. If the budget officer’s 
numbers are correct, it would 
cost the government billions. 

Wildrose finance critic Derek 
Fildebrandt said the NDP is fall¬ 
ing into a common trap. 

“They do nothing to control 
spending and just pray for an¬ 
other oil boom to bail them out 
and get the budget back to bal¬ 
ance,” he said. 

He said numbers like this 
could mean the government 
would continue to run deficits 
or have to increase taxes. “We 
will be running a 12th, 13th 
or 14th consecutive deficit,” 
he said. 

The government’s numbers 
are based on an average of sever¬ 
al private-sector forecasts from 
banks and industry experts. 
Marion Nader, spokesperson 
for finance minister Joe Ceci, 
said they were very cautious 
in their numbers. 

“Our forecasts right now are 
quite conservative from the 
private forecasters,” she said.

Albertans younger than 25 are 
dying from fentanyl, and the 
quickest way to stop that, says 
Leslie Cleaiy, is simple. 

It’s beds. 

Cleaiy, who runs Clean Scene 
Network for Youth, an addic¬ 
tions treatment agency, said the 
Notley government has to in¬ 
vest more money in treatment 
beds to combat a health crisis, 
she said, is “on par with Ebola.” 

The government has $26 mil¬ 
lion invested in treatment beds 
over the next five years. That 
number is down from the $39 
million allocated under the PCs, 
but the NDP insist they are not 
cancelling any planned pro¬ 
jects. Instead, the government 
is taking unallocated money 
and looking at ways it could 
be spent, including possibly 
more beds. 

Cleaiy said the government 
can’t waste any time. 

“We have a situation where 
we don’t have time,” Cleary 
said, noting the majority of 
her clients are youth fentanyl 


addicts at high risk of overdos¬ 
ing, because fentanyl is 50 times 
more powerful than heroin. 

She said despite that over¬ 
dose risk, addicts are waiting 
for months. “We have a wait¬ 
ing time of 30 to 90 days,” she 
said. By the time a bed opens 
up, Cleaiy said, bluntly, “the 
youngster won’t be alive.” 

She said parents are under 
strain as well, because keeping a 
child who’s hooked on fentanyl 
alive requires 24/7 attention and 
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You're saving a life 
with that stuff.

“takes over your life.” 

Laws currently require pre¬ 
scriptions for access to nalox¬ 
one, the antidote to stop an 
overdose, which Clearly said 
is another barrier. 


“Users of this drug are not go¬ 
ing to go to a location to admit, 
first of all, that they’re an ad¬ 
dict, to get the life-saving anti¬ 
dote,” Cleaiy said. “It needs to 
be available to anyone.” 

Liberal MLA David Swann 
agrees. 

“That is a policy decision 
that could be overturned very 
quickly if the minister came 
to that conclusion,” he said of 
naloxone prescriptions. “You’re 
saving a life with that stuff.”

The provincial government isn’t 
ready to roll the dice on online 
gambling quite yet, as the NDP 
is continuing to study the issue. 

Earlier this year, the Alberta 
Gaming and Liquor Commission, 
(AGLC) asked prospective provid¬ 
ers to give out information on 
what an online gambling site 
could look like. 

Several other provinces have 
online gambling sites, but Alberta 
does not have a legal online gam¬ 
bling site. The AGLC estimates 
that somewhere between $120 
million and $150 million is spent 
eveiy year by Albertans on so- 
called grey market sites. 

Marion Nader, a spokesperson 
for Finance Minister Joe Ceci, 
said the government is still con¬ 
sidering the options. 

“The government is still re¬ 
viewing the file and will be mak¬ 
ing the decision in short order,” 
she said. 

Nader explained there are a 
lot of factors at play that would 
have to be considered. 

“We’re just getting all the in¬ 
formation needed and see what’s 
in the best interests of Alberta.” 

Approximately $1.5 billion 
currently flows to the Alberta 
government eveiy year from 
overall gaming revenues. 

British Columbia brought in 
$91 million through it’s online 
gaming website last year, accord¬ 
ing to an annual report from that 
province’s lotteiy corporation.

due to Natashia’s learning dis¬ 
ability and the trio’s chronic 
fatigue syndrome. 

Raising her kids in Lac La 
Biche — where they currently 
live —Juanita said it was always 
hard to see Natashia struggle 
with reading, though she was 
a brilliant kid. 

“It was tough,” she said. “It 


was like, how can you have 
someone with so much person¬ 
ality and potential, yet she can’t 
read, so all of those opportunities 
are shut?” 

On top of that, she said the 
chronic fatigue syndrome was 
so bad Sarah Jane couldn’t hold 
a book at times. “That was the 
worst 11 years,” Juanita said. “We 
didn’t see anyone unless they 
came into the house.” 

Things have improved since 
then. Natashia reads, and the 
syndrome isn’t as bad as it was. 
They each plan to get a master’s 
in social work — if they’re ac¬ 
cepted — come 2017, when the 
program will be offered in Ed¬ 
monton.

Group 
aims to fix 
memorial 

Edmonton’s oldest cenotaph 
looks its age. A crowd estimat¬ 
ed in the thousands gathered 
around the Beverly Cenotaph for 
a Remembrance Day ceremony 
Wednesday, but many in that 
crowd looked at the 95-year-old 
memorial hopeful it will be re¬ 
furbished by this time next year. 

“I’m 85 per cent optimistic the 
project will finally be done this 
spring,” said Joe Luce, chair of 
the Beverly Cenotaph Commit¬ 
tee. “It’s not a hot topic or prior¬ 
ity for government, but we keep 
knocking at the door.” 

The committee is fundraising 
for a $400,000 granite foundation 
to replace the crumbling con¬ 
crete base that holds the needle 
commemorating 174 Beverly 
veterans who fought in the first 
and second World Wars and the 
Korean war, and 29 who died 
while serving. 

The plan is to create a two- 
tiered granite foundation, eight- 
foot-wide surrounding sidewalks, 
and brick work around the park 
at 118 Ave. and 40 St. 

To date, the committee has 
secured over half of the funds 
needed through a provincial lot¬ 
tery grant, plus further funds 
from Veterans Affairs, the City 
of Edmonton and the Rotary 
Club of Edmonton (Northeast). 

There is a Faceboolc page and 
Go Fund Me campaign set up for 
further fundraising, but there 
hasn’t been an official plea to 
the public yet. 

“But people want to help. I 
had a guy come up after last 
Remembrance Day, wanting to 
give me a cheque for $100 to help 
fix the Cenotaph,” said Cornel 
Rusnalc, of the Beverly Business 
Association. 

Ray Loga, the park caretaker 
and Beverly resident since 1948, 
said leaving it as a crumbling 
memorial isn’t an option: “Some¬ 
thing has to happen here — it’s 
a place of honour and has to stay 
that way.” lucy haines/for metro

Council looks 
at how a buried 
treasure could 
be reopened

A reopened Mill Creek flowing 
right into the North Saskatch¬ 
ewan River trickled closer to 
reality Tuesday, as councilllors 
moved the plan forward into 
budget discussions. 

Mill Creek was covered over 
in the 1950s (to make way for a 
freeway that was never built), 
but at one point, it flowed dir¬ 
ectly into the river near the 
Muttart Conservatoiy. 

With upcoming work on the 
Valley Line LRT, several com¬ 


munity groups would like to 
see the creek reopened. 

Councillors heard Tuesday 
that studying the idea would 
cost $400,000, but that could be 
reduced if the city only looks 
at the lower portion of the 
former creek. 

The study would help deter¬ 
mine the costs and feasibility 
of the project and will now be 
debated at budget time. 

Adam Sweet, with the Keep¬ 
ers of Mill Creek group, said 
restoring the creek would be 
great for the entire river and 
would repair a historical mis¬ 
take. 

“It’s one of the largest creek 
systems in the city and so the 
potential for it to become a 
fish habitat is huge,” he said. 
“We’re repairing damage that 
we did back in the 1970s.” 

Sweet said there’s a great 
irony that the Muttart was built 
over top of a natural area, but 


this plan could bring nature 
back where it was. 

“You could have kids that 
would be 100-feet out from the 
conservatoiy, see a stream and 
watch fish spawn,” he said. 

He said he’s glad the project 
is continuing to move forward, 
and added the community will 
continue to advocate for the 
project as it moves along. 

Coun. Ben Henderson said 
he’s excited about the project, 
because it would help the en¬ 
tire river to have a new creek. 

“It became really clear yes¬ 
terday how much we have real¬ 
ly harmed the ecology of the 
river by closing off these small 
tributaries,” he said. 

Henderson said there’s a 
real opportunity to bundle the 
project with work done on the 
Valley Line. 

“It may be cheaper and 
easier to do if you do them 
together.”

Alberta’s plan for refugees still a mystery 


Two Alberta ministers say they 
don’t know what the province’s 
plans are to handle Syrian refu¬ 
gees. 

Prime Minister Justin Tru¬ 
deau has said the federal gov¬ 
ernment will bring in 25,000 
refugees by the end of the year 
despite observations from many 
resettlement organizations that 
the short timeline will put mas¬ 
sive pressures on local resour¬ 
ces. 


Premier Rachel Notley said 
two weeks ago Alberta will join 
with other provinces — includ¬ 
ing Ontario, Quebec and Nova 
Scotia — who have committed 
to opening their doors.

told reporters at a Calgaiy news 
conference Tuesday. 

Sabir said it’s a federal mat¬

“Certainly some of those will 
end up in Alberta and we will 
brace for the impact and we will 
make sure they have needed 
supports available to start their 
life again,” he said. 

Notley has said discussions 
are underway in her govern¬ 
ment, but it would be pre¬ 
mature to give a figure on how 
many refugees Alberta could

Public e-cigarette 
ban now in effect 

The vape stops here. 

Edmonton's ban on the 
public use of e-cigarettes 
is now officially in ef¬ 
fect wherever smoking is 
banned. Councillors voted 
to treat vaping the same 
as smoking earlier this 
year, despite concerns 
from e-cigarette shop 
owners and users. 

The ban is now in effect 
inside buildings, on pat¬ 
ios, inside public vehicles, 
within five metres of door¬ 
ways and windows, within 
ten metres of playgrounds 
or skating rinks and any 
other non-smoking area. 

A prepared statement 
from the city says the ban 
is a "proactive approach" 
to address potential safety 
and nuisance concerns 
the public may experi¬ 
ence with vaping. 

The fines and penalties 
for illegal e-cigarette use 
is the same as unlawful 
smoking, and is typically 
$250 for first offenses.

If Wellington Holbrook gets 
his way, he’ll turn ATB’s new, 
$ 1.5-billion line of credit from 
Alberta into “three, four, five- 
billion dollars” in loans for 
small and medium-sized com¬ 
panies. 

On Tuesday, Holbrook, 
executive vice-president of 
business at ATB Financial, sat 
beside Minister of Econom¬ 
ic Development and Trade 
Deron Bilous, and entrepre¬ 


neur Arden Tse, to sing the 
praises of using money to 
make money. 

As workers screwed dry- 
wall onto studs in Tse’s small 
Prairie Noodle Shop, which 
opens next month, Holbrook 
explained the recent $ 1.5-mil- 
lion line of credit created in 
the recent Alberta budget will 
“dramatically” increase ATB’s 
ability to lend. 

And, he explained, the tim¬ 
ing is critical. 

“Often (traditional) finan¬ 
cial institutions reduce their 
lending (during downturns),” 
Holbrook said. “We intend to 
keep growing our lending. 
The province has made that 
possible.” 

ATB is owned by Alberta and 
isn’t a chartered bank. Instead, 
the bank, created in 1938, is a 
financial tool for the province 
to inject money into small

businesses just when other 
lenders stop offering loans. 

More than one in five busi¬ 
nesses in Alberta have loans 
with ATB, and Holbrook said 
the average size of loan is 
$400,000. 

Tse has about $400,000 in 
capital invested in his new 
restaurant, including a loan 
with ATB, and is employing 
12 people already, with hopes 
to grow to 18. 

Bilous added that on top 
of the ATB funds, the NDP

has invested the first “new” 
money into the Alberta En¬ 
terprise Corporation, which 
was created under Premier 
Ed Stelmach in 2008. 

That corporation offers ven¬ 
ture capital to Alberta startup 
companies, and has seen the 
initial 2008 investment grow 
to $290 million in company 
equity, as well as 1,000 jobs, 
Bilous said. 

Over the next two years, the 
NDP will invest $25 million per 
year into the AEC, he added.

Impact 
on jobs 
less than 
oil slump 

Washington’s recent decision 
to kill the Keystone XL pipeline 
has a smaller effect on jobs 
in Edmonton than the still- 
depressed price of oil, accord¬ 
ing to the head of the Leduc 
Nislcu Economic Development 
Association. 

Barbara Engelbart McKen¬ 
zie with the association, said 
businesses in the area are pre¬ 
dominantly oilfield services 
companies, meaning their 
fortunes are more linked to 
building and supplying projects 
that extract oil than they are 
pipelines. 

And economic news on that 
front, she said, isn’t rosy — not¬ 
ing several canceled projects in 
Fort McMurray. 

“All the news out of the ma¬ 
jor oil producers is that major 
capital projects are being scaled 
back,” Engelbart McKenzie said. 

Petroleum producers have es¬ 
timated Alberta has shed 35,000 
jobs since the price of oil began 
to fall in 2014. Though numbers 
aren’t broken down by region, 
the Leduc Nisku region has lost 
about 5,000 of them, Engelbart 
McKenzie said. 

At the peak of oil prices 
in 2013, an estimated 30,000 
people commuted daily from 
Edmonton or surrounding re¬ 
gions to Leduc and Nisku for 
jobs in oil services companies. 

The pain won’t be reduced 
soon, Engelbart McKenzie said. 

“If past cycles are any indi¬ 
cation, it’s about an 18-month 
or two-year cycle until we see 
(job and investment) activity 
resume,” she said. 

“All indications are that this 
cycle is due to last through 
2016, and where the price of 
oil will end up after that, no 
one knows.”

The World Food Program 
launched ShareTheMeal, a 
mobile app that aims to help 
smartphone users around the 
world contribute to efforts of 
feeding Syrian schoolchildren 
in Jordan. 

“WFP is currently struggling 
to get enough help for Syrians,” 
said Julie Marshall, the Can¬ 
adian spokeswoman for the 
organization. 

“This innovative idea will 
make it a lot easier for people 
to donate, and will help us 
reach a different demographic 
of donors.” 

The organization is helping 
about four million people access 
food inside Syria each month, 
as well as over a million refu¬ 
gees in neighbouring countries, 
she said.

“I wouldn’t want that. Because 
I will tell you: I want the best 
person at each position ...

He mentioned, for example, 
billionaire investor Carl Icahn 
who has endorsed Trump and 
is apparently already lined up 
for a cabinet spot should the 
real-estate-selling reality-TV 
star win the White House.

to Canada in recent months, 
as he has mostly led the Re¬ 
publican nomination polls.

Activist suspects U.S. behind detention

Sewage disposal in 
river going to plan 


There have been no hiccups 
so far as the City of Montreal 
started the controversial pro¬ 
cess of dumping eight billion 
litres of raw sewage into the St. 
Lawrence River, Mayor Denis 
Coderre said Wednesday. 

Coderre said everything was 
proceeding as planned and 
the infrastructure repair work 
that necessitated the discharge 
would begin soon. 

At 12:01 a.m. Wednesday, 
certain sewers began diverting 
untreated sewage away from an 
aging interceptor and directly 


into the river, which will con¬ 
tinue for about a week. 

The release of untreated 
waste water is necessary in 
order to complete repairs on an 
aging interceptor tunnel that 
feeds sewage to a treatment 
facility as well as to relocate 
a snow chute. 

“We are protecting our river 
and it’s better to have (the dis¬ 
charge) planned than just to 
react to a (break or rupture) 
where we might have even 
more waste water,” Coderre

Upon his arrival in Toronto 
from Paris via Iceland on Nov. 
2, Benchellali was detained, in¬ 
terrogated about his time at an 
al-Qaida camp in Afghanistan 
15 years ago, and prohibited 
from entering Canada. 

The French citizen has writ¬ 
ten a book about his experien¬ 
ces in the camp and subsequent 
detention in Guantanamo Bay 
(he was released in 2004). He 
said his brother had taken him 
to Afghanistan for what he 
thought would be an adven¬ 
ture holiday, the Canadian press

Like the crew of Danish war¬ 
ship Vedderen, shown here, 
each country periodically visits 
to remove the other's flag and 
put up their own. 

The friendly rivalry could turn 
into friendly co-ownership. 

On Thursday, Michael Byers, a 
University of British Columbia 
international law professor 
and a Danish colleague are to 
present a proposal suggesting 
that Canada and Denmark share 
sovereignty over the 1.2-square- 
kilometre rock.

Canadian couple found 
dead at Mexican resort 


INVESTIGATION 

Pair were there 
for daughter’s 
wedding 

A Canadian couple who had 
travelled to Mexico to attend 
their daughter’s wedding has 
been found dead at a hotel 
near the resort city of Playa 
del Carmen. 

A family member said 
Charles Mackenzie and his 
wife, Dorothy Mackenzie, both 
from Baddeclc, N.S., were found 
dead on Monday. 

Charles Mackenzie’s brother- 


in-law Douglas Hastings said 
family members currently in 
Mexico for the wedding were 
dealing with their deaths. 

“I know that they’re more 
concerned about the remains 
and cremation and things like 
that. I don’t really know about 
the wedding,” said Hastings, 
whose wife was also in Mexico. 

An official from the pros¬ 
ecutor’s office in the Mexican 
state of Quintana Roo said the 
couple’s bodies were found in 
a whirlpool spa and showed no 
signs of violence. 

The official, who wouldn’t 
give her name as she said she 
wasn’t authorized to speak 


publicly about the case, said 
autopsies have indicated that 
Charles Mackenzie died of a 
heart attack and his wife died 
of asphyxia by 
submersion. 

She said the 
deaths appeared 
to be accident¬ 
al and linked, 
suggesting the 
man’s heart at¬ 
tack may have 
somehow caused 
the woman to drown. 

A spokesman for the 
Playacar Palace hotel, where 
the couple was staying, said 
the deaths are still under in¬ 


vestigation. 

David Rubeo dismissed ear¬ 
lier media reports that sug¬ 
gested the couple had been 
electrocuted in 
the hot tub of 
their room. 

“The room 
was perfect¬ 
ly fine. All the 
equipment was 
working per¬ 
fectly,” he said. 
“What the family 
mentioned was a heart attack.” 

Rubeo said the couple’s 
family was still staying at the 
hotel and was being assisted 
by hotel staff. 


“We are treating them as 
our own family,” he said, not¬ 
ing that staff were helping the 
Canadians deal with local au¬ 
thorities. 

“All the group is veiy calm, 
in the best way they can be.” 

A spokesman with the De¬ 
partment of Foreign Affairs 
confirmed the deaths of two 
Canadians and said consul¬ 
ar officials were helping the 
couple’s family and friends. 

“Canadian consular officials 
in Playa del Carmen, Mexico 
are in contact with local au¬ 
thorities to gather additional 
information,” said Francois 
Lasalle. the Canadian press

safely in 
slow lane

Hazel Anderson is used to being 
passed by “fast men in Lycra” 
when cycling in Toronto. 

“I’m a proud slow cyclist,” the 
British expat says. 

She’s not surprised by a new 
study showing women are safer 
cyclists than men. 

Researchers at the University 
of Toronto and University of Brit¬ 
ish Columbia published the study 
in the medical journal BMJ. They 
found male cyclists three times 
more likely to wind up in hos¬ 
pital than female counterparts. 

The researchers analyzed 
3,690 hospital visits by cyclists 
in Canada from 2006 to 2011, 
studying variables like age, mode 
share and helmet laws. More 
than 75 per cent of cyclists hos¬ 
pitalized in that time were men. 

“For all injuiy causes, sex was 
the only significant explanatoiy 
variable,” write the authors, at¬ 
tributing the results to female 
cyclists’ “lower propensity for 
risk-taking,” and noting women 
are more likely to ride slowly or 
stick to separated bike lanes. 

Similar studies have examined 
driving habits and found lower 
injuiy and fatality rates among 
women drivers.

RCMP planned to trail journalist 


A Canadian journalist expressed 
dismay Tuesday after learning the 
RCMP were planning to shadow 
him in hopes he’d lead them to 
the person who leaked secret 
information on a suspected ter¬ 
rorist. 

The proposed surveillance was 
part of an investigation into the 
leak of a sensitive spy-agency 
document about Adil Charlcaoui 
to Montreal’s La Presse news¬ 
paper. 

“We live in a democratic coun¬ 
try. Freedom of the press is a 
guaranteed freedom,” La Presse 
reporter Joel-Denis Bellavance 
said from Ottawa. 


Information about the sur¬ 
veillance is in classified RCMP 
documents that a Federal Court 
ordered disclosed as part of a 
lawsuit filed by Abfousian Abdel- 
razilc, another man the govern¬ 
ment once branded a terrorist 
and who was also subject of a 
damaging leak. 

In early August 2011, La Presse 
ran a stoiy based on a pair of 
leaked CSIS documents that dis¬ 
closed Abdelrazilc had apparently 
been in on a conversation with 
the Moroccan-bom Charlcaoui 
about hijacking and blowing up 
an Air France plane from Mont¬ 
real to Paris. 


Within days, CSIS concluded 
the leak came from the Privy 
Council Office. RCMP began in¬ 
vestigating in mid-August 2011. 

Abdelrazilc’s suit claims the 
government deliberately leaked 
unsubstantiated allegations to 
convince the public that he was 
indeed a terrorist. 

Meanwhile, CSIS wanted to 
find Charlcaoui and contacted 
the Mounties to trail Bellavance 
to see if he would lead to 
Charlcaoui. It is not clear if the 
RCMP ever did trail Bellavance. 

“The fact that they wanted 
to do it is still troublesome,” 
Bellavance said, the Canadian press

Ontario and British Columbia 
are ready for the federal govern¬ 
ment to request more time to 
respond to the Supreme Court 
of Canada’s landmark decision 
on doctor-assisted death.

U.S. military 
relied heavily 
on its Afghan 
allies for strike 

Immediately after the U.S. killed 
at least 30 people in a devastat¬ 
ing airstrilce on a charity hos¬ 
pital, Afghanistan’s national 
security adviser told a European 
diplomat his country would take 
responsibility because “we are 
without doubt, 100 per cent con¬ 


vinced the place was occupied 
by Taliban,” according to notes 
of the meeting. 

More than a month later, no 
evidence has emerged to support 
that Afghan position. Eyewit¬ 
nesses said they saw no gunman 
at the hospital. 

Instead, there are mounting 
indications the U.S. military 
relied heavily on its Afghan 
allies who resented the inter¬ 
nationally run hospital, which 
treated Afghan security forces 
and Taliban alike but says it 
refused to admit armed men. 

The new evidence includes 


details about the location of 
American troops during the at¬ 
tack. The U.S. special forces unit 
whose commander called in the 
strike was under fire in the Kun- 
duz provincial governor’s com¬ 
pound a half-mile away from the 
hospital, according to a former 


intelligence official who has re¬ 
viewed documents describing 
the incident. The commander 
could not see the medical facil¬ 
ity — so couldn’t know firsthand 
whether the Taliban were using 
it as a base — and sought the at¬ 
tack on the recommendation of 


Afghan forces, the official said. 

Looking ahead, the strike 
raises questions about wheth¬ 
er the U.S. militaiy should rely 
on intelligence from Afghan 
allies in a war in which small 
contingent of Americans will 
increasingly fight with larger 
units of local forces. 

Also at issue is how American 
commanders, with sophisticated 
information technology at their 
disposal, could have allowed 
the strike to go forward despite 
reports in their databases that 
the hospital was functioning.

Afghanistan 
erupts after 
women, child 
murdered 

Anger and frustration over the 
brutal killings of seven mem¬ 
bers of Afghanistan’s minority 
Hazaras spilled into the streets 
of Kabul on Wednesday, with 
about 10,000 people march¬ 
ing to demand justice for the 
Shiite minority and calling on 
the government to do more to 
ensure the nation’s security or 
step down. 

The case of seven Hazaras, 
whose beheaded bodies were 
found Saturday in the coun- 
tiy’s southeastern province of 
Zabul, appears to have galvan¬ 
ized many in war-battered Af¬ 
ghanistan, uniting them across 
ethnic and sectarian divides. 

No one claimed responsibility 
for the killings, though Afghan 


officials have blamed a range of 
extremists, from Taliban insur¬ 
gents to an emerging affiliate 
in Afghanistan of the Islamic 
State group, which is fighting 
in Syria and Iraq. 

The protest climaxed outside 
President Ashraf Ghani’s heav¬ 
ily fortified presidential palace 
at Pashtunistan Square, where 
marchers brought the coffins, 
draped in green flags symbol¬ 
izing the Shiite minority. 

At one point, presidential 
guards opened fire as some of 
the protesters tried to scale the 
walls and get into the palace 
grounds. The president’s dep¬ 
uty spokesman, Zafar Hashemi, 
said the shooting wounded 10 
people.Shortly afterward, Ghani 
went live on national television, 
appealing for calm and prom¬ 
ising that the Hazara deaths 
would be avenged. 

“The nation’s pain is my 
pain,” he said, vowing the 
authorities would have “no 
mercy” on the killers.

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Elephants trained 
to stop forest fires

Indonesia is 
taking bigger 
steps to tackle 
fire problems 

Forest fires difficult to control? 
Call in the pachyderm patrol. 

Officials in Indonesia are using 
trained elephants outfitted with 
water pumps and hoses to help 
control fires that have claimed 
vast amounts of forest while 
sending thick haze into neigh¬ 
bouring countries. 

For nearly three months, Riau 
province in East Sumatra has 
been blanketed by smoke from 
forest fires and land clearing, es¬ 
pecially in peat-rich areas where 
flames are difficult to contain. 

At the elephant conservation 
centre in Siak district, 23 trained 
elephants are being used as “for¬ 
est watchdogs.” 

Carrying water pumps and 
other equipment, elephants 
and their crews patrol burned 
areas in the national forest to 


ensure that fires don’t reappear 
after smouldering beneath the 
peat lands. 

Supartono, the head of the 
Riau Forestry Division, who uses 
one name, said the elephants 
had earlier been trained to help 
patrol forests to find people en¬ 
croaching illegally, as well as to 
resolve frequent conflicts be¬ 
tween wild elephants and people 
by driving the wild elephants 


that enter human settlements 
back to their habitats. 

So far, Indonesia has been un¬ 
able to put out the raging fires 
this year because of intentional 
burning and a rain shortage. 

Data from the Riau Forest Fire 
Prevention Taskforce show more 
than 10,000 hectares (25,000 
acres) of forests and land have 
been burned in the province.

Satellite tracking agreed

The percentage of young women 
living at home with parents or 
relatives has risen to its highest 
level since 1940 as more millen¬ 
nial women put off marriage, 
attend college and face high 
living expenses. 

A Pew Research Center analy¬ 
sis of U.S. Census 
Bureau data found 
that 36.4 per cent 
of women be¬ 
tween the ages 
18 and 34 lived 
with parents or 
relatives in 2014, 
the most since at 
least 1940, when 
36.2 per cent lived 
with family. 

It is a veiy different world for 
women now, though, despite 
the “return to the past, statis¬ 
tically speaking,” says Richard 
Fiy, a senior economist at Pew. 

Fry says young women are 
staying home now because they 
are they are half as likely to 
be married as they were 1940 
and much more likely to be 
college-educated. Other eco¬ 
nomic forces, such as increasing 
student debt, higher living costs 


and economic uncertainty, are 
also playing a role. 

Casey Ballard was living away 
from home in Portland, Ore¬ 
gon, but rent ate up roughly 
two-thirds of her paycheque 
and she was ready for a career 
change. A September move back 
with family in California al¬ 
lowed her to tiy out teaching 
as a substitute and to pursue 
teaching full-time. 

“There was that element of 
frustration and feeling like a fail¬ 
ure,” she says about returning 
home.

Other parties could argue 
they’ve suffered economic harm 
as a result of the project not 
going ahead, but that’s tough 
to prove. 

A challenge under the North 
American Free Trade Agreement 
would be a protracted process, 
and a win would be far from a 
sure bet. The best-case scenario 
for TransCanada would be re¬ 
couping funds it sunk into the 
project, said Rubin. 

TransCanada may look at 
building pipe along the same 
route of its existing Keystone 
network, which has been de¬ 
livering crude to the Midwest 
since 2010, Oklahoma since 
2011 and the Gulf Coast since

Canada’s share of Molson Coors to drop 


Molson Coors will nearly 
double its size once it com¬ 
pletes a $12-billion US purchase 
that secures full ownership of 
its U.S. beer business and gains 
worldwide control of the Mil¬ 
ler brand name. 

Mark Hunter, the CEO for 
Molson Coors, said the “game¬ 


changing” transaction to ac¬ 
quire full ownership of Miller 
Coors — a partnership with 
SABMiller — will allow the 
company to invest more in 
its brands and increase con¬ 
sumer choice. 

“This is a compelling stra¬ 
tegic and financial opportun¬ 


ity that catapults Molson Coors 
to the next level,” Hunter said 
Wednesday during a confer¬ 
ence call, noting it will add 
$4.7 billion US in annual rev¬ 
enues and more than $1 billion 
US in earnings. 

“It creates a leading North 
American brewer with a unique 


portfolio of iconic brands. This 
is a rapidly evolving indus¬ 
try, and this transaction gives 
us opportunity to materially 
strengthen our U.S. business.”

The Conservatives’ defeat on 
Oct. 19 will not go down in 
histoiy as the worst electoral 
beating the party has ever 
endured, but it has driven Can¬ 
ada’s conservative movement 
further into the political wil¬ 
derness than at any other time 
in its recent histoiy. 

It is not just that the Con¬ 
servatives lost control of the 
federal agenda for the foresee¬ 
able future, but also that they 
are all but a spent force on 
the provincial scene. That’s 
obviously bad news for the 
parties that make up the right, 
but it is also a loss for the na¬ 
tional conversation. 

By the time Canada’s pre¬ 
miers join Prime Minister 
Justin Trudeau at the Paris cli¬ 
mate conference next month, 
Saskatchewan’s Brad Wall will 
likely be the only conservative 
first minister still standing. 

Once the voters of New¬ 
foundland and Labrador go 
to the polls at the end of the 
month, polls suggest the prov¬ 
ince’s Toiy government will be 
histoiy. 

For the first time in the liv¬ 
ing memoiy of most voters, 
there is not a Conservative 
government at the helm of 
one of the four larger prov¬ 
inces and no prospect that one 
will be elected anytime soon. 

The Liberal governments of 
Ontario and Quebec, and the 
New Democrats in Alberta are 
all in the first half of major-

ity mandates. Regime change 
— should it come to British 
Columbia in 2017 — is more 
likely to bring another NDP 
government to the fore than a 
more conservative one. 

In the short term, Manitoba 
offers the Tories their best (and 
only?) hope of bolstering their 
presence at the federal-provin¬ 
cial table. 

But it will take more than a 
provincial victoiy or two to fix 
the malaise that ails the Con¬ 
servative movement. 

Harper’s brand of conserva¬ 
tism was massively rejected 
in Atlantic Canada last month 
and it never took root in 
Quebec. In that province the 
party’s recent seat gains mask 
a drop to the lowest Conserva¬ 
tive score in the popular vote 
(16 per cent) in Quebec in a 
decade. 

In a set of byelections ear¬ 
ner this week, the Coalition 
Avenir Quebec — the closest 
thing to a provincial conserva¬ 


tive party in Quebec — did 
even more poorly. 

Ontario and Alberta are 
homes to conflicted and div¬ 
ided Conservative houses. 

Since Mike Harris retired 
more than a decade ago, the 
Ontario Tories have failed to 
find a path back to power or, 
for that matter, to agree on a 
course to get there. 

In Alberta, the warring fac¬ 
tions within the Conservative 
movement have taken their 
differences to the electoral 
arena in a fratricidal battle 
that neither side is poised to 
win. 

It will be interesting to see 
how the internal tensions in 
the two provinces that have 
been the pillars of the federal 
Conservative party will play 
out in the upcoming campaign 
to select Harper’s successor. 

If the past is any indication, 
those vying to succeed Harper 
will more likely be auditioning 
for a spell in the role of leader

of the opposition than for the 
job of prime minister. 

After the Trudeau, Mulro- 
ney and Chretien/Martin dec¬ 
ades, it took almost 10 years 
for their respective parties to 
regroup and stage a successful 
bid for government. 

In fact, the Conservatives 
should not assume they hit 
rock bottom on Oct. 19. 

The Liberals — who went 
from bad to worse under 
Stephane Dion and Michael 
Ignatieff — can testify to the 
perils of that particular delu¬ 
sion.

Pierre Trudeau sat across 
from William Davis in Ontario 
and Peter Lougheed in Alberta. 
Jean Chretien was paired with 
Ralph Klein and Harris. Those 
strong premiers, hailing as 
they did from provinces that 
no federal ruling party could 
ignore, provided a counter¬ 
weight to the Liberal govern¬ 
ment of the day, and often 
forced it to up its game. 

Over the Chretien decade, a 
lot of the intellectual impetus 
for groundbreaking federal 
policies came from the right. 

It was provincial Conservative 
politicians who broke the trail 
to balanced budgets and the 
Reform Party planted the seed 
of what became the Liberal’s 
Clarity Act. 

But the Harper Conserva¬ 
tives always seemed to bring 
less policy heft to the exercise 
of power than their party in 
opposition. 

They had lost their identity 
some time before they lost 
their place in government.

There are so many versions of 
Irene Nemirovsky’s critically 
beloved novel Suite Fran^aise, 
returning to the original story 
is a bit like pulling apart a Rus¬ 
sian matryoshlca doll. 

Nemirovsky’s own life is one 
of contemporaiy publishing’s 
most heartbreaking and tri¬ 
umphant tales. The Ukrainian- 
born author intended to write 
a series of books based on her 
personal observations of the 
German occupation of France 
during the Second World War, 
but only completed two novel¬ 
las before she died at Ausch¬ 
witz in 1942. The manuscripts 
then remained untouched in a 
suitcase under her daughter’s 
care until 1998. When the two 
books were finally published 
together in 2004 as a single 


novel titled Suite 
Franchise, it quick¬ 
ly became an inter¬ 
national bestseller 
and then, earlier 
this year, a film, 
starring Michelle 
Williams as a lone¬ 
ly French woman 
who falls in love 
with a German 
soldier. 

What many Eng¬ 
lish speakers don’t 
know is that there 
is also an illustrat¬ 
ed adaptation of 
Nemirovsky’s first 
novella by Em¬ 
manuel Moynot, 
a Parisian author- 
artist with more 
than 40 titles to 
his name. 

Now, for the first time, the 
English-language translation 
of that graphic novel is avail¬ 
able here, thanks to Arsenal 
Pulp Press. The Vancouver pub¬ 
lisher is gaining international 
respect for its comics transla¬ 
tions, having made a name with 
another cultural phenomenon, 
Julie Maroh’s lesbian romance, 
Blue is the Warmest Color, the 
film adaptation of which took 
home the Palme d’Or prize at

the 2013 Cannes Film Festival. 

Montreal translator David 
Homel, who also worked on 
Maroh’s followup, Slcandalon, 
was brought on by Arsenal Pulp 
to work on the book. He read 
Nemirovsky’s novel in French 
soon after it came out, but de¬ 
liberately avoided the English- 
language edition while work¬ 
ing on the illustrated version. 
“You can really be influenced 
by something without realizing 
it,” he says. 


The graphic novel is 
a moody work of grey wash¬ 
es and blaclc-inlc illustrations, 
showcasing Moynot’s brilliance 
at capturing facial expressions 
with quick pen strokes. The 
story follows several families 
of various social classes as they 
tiy to rebuild their lives under 
occupation. “Most of the books 
and movies that we consume 
about World War II are tragic 
Holocaust stories or heroic stor- 


Ji 

ies of resist¬ 
ance against the 
Nazis,” says Homel. “This 
is a completely business-as- 
usual stoiy — the opposite of 
what we’re used to seeing or 
reading. That’s the genius of 
Nemirovsky.” 

Ultimately, Homel wanted 


Moynot’s graphic novel to stand 
on its own. Though he praises 
the work of British translator 
Sandra Smith, he didn’t want 
to mimic the English edition of 
the novel that most readers are 
familiar with. As it turns out, its 
flowery, descriptive language 
wouldn’t hold up in a graphic 
novel format, which 
is constricted by 
the limited space 
provided by speech 
balloons. 

As with his other 
projects, Homel 
didn’t communicate 
directly with Moynot 
while working on the 
book. Some references 
were changed to accom¬ 
modate English speakers, 
but he tried to keep as true 
as possible to the original 
French text. “If people are 
eating duck pate, they’re 
eating pate, not duck liver,” 
Homel says. “It’s like going 
on a trip. When you enter you 
know there are going to be cer¬ 
tain types of references that 
are foreign but you still have 
a picture of what’s going on.”

Titan of TV 
faces her fears 
and finds life is 
much sweeter 

Shonda Rhimes, who owns ABC’s 
Thursday night (with hit dramas 
Grey’s Anatomy, Scandal and 
How to Get Away With Murder), 
had found comfort and refuge in 
ShondaLand, the dream factoiy 
she rules as a mega-producer 
and writer. 

But otherwise she was a chron¬ 
ic naysayer, which spurred her 
sister to mutter as they cooked 
Thanksgiving dinner in 2013, 
“You never say yes to anything.” 

This stinging rebuke led 
Rhimes to commit herself to a 
year of saying “yes” to whatever 
came her way. 

For Rhimes, who describes 
herself back then as an introvert 
“to the bone,” this meant saying 
yes to speaking engagements and 
social invitations she would have 
turned down before. 

But that was just the start. 

“I feel like a different person,” 
Rhimes, 45, declared over tea 
Monday morning at a New York 
hotel. A television titan who not

long ago was legendary for shun¬ 
ning interviews and the media 
spotlight, she was relaxed and 
reflective as she shared with a 
reporter how “everybody asks: 
‘What happened to you?’ I don’t 
know what to say, except that I 
had this weird, transformative 
experience and I feel like I’ve 
completely changed my life from 
top to bottom.” 

Rhimes has chronicled this 
grand transformation — and

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helped explain it to 
herself — in her can¬ 
did new memoir, Year 
ofYes (Simon & Schuster). 

For Rhimes, saying yes didn’t 
just mean saying yes to Jimmy 
Kimmel when asked to be on 
his show (which terrified her, 
though it turned out fine) or 
making time, no matter how 
busy she was, for her three 
daughters when they asked, 
“Wanna play?” 


More than all that, “yes” 
meant breaking her lifelong 
habit of avoiding new possibil¬ 
ities and opportunities. 

Writing Year ofYes itself be¬ 
came a part of the transforma¬ 
tion process, which delivered her 
from being a remarkably suc¬ 
cessful woman who was, none¬ 
theless, miserable, to newfound 
standing as “a better mother, a 
better friend, a happier boss, a 
stronger leader, a more 
creative writer,” 
and someone 
who is kind, no 
longer cruel, to 
herself. 

“The more 
I wrote about 
what I was do¬ 
ing, the more I 
got out of it, and 
I ended up writ- 
I M | s ing the book just 

for me, which I 
think was a good 
thing. If I had 
been thinking that anybody 
else was going to read it, I prob¬ 
ably would have censored my¬ 
self so that what came out was 
sanitized,” she laughed, “for my 
protection.” 

It isn’t. One of the more re¬ 
vealing chapters recounts her 
relationship with an ideal man 


who wanted marriage and mis¬ 
takenly got the idea she did, too. 

She ended up shutting the 
door on that relationship while, 
free of regret or self-recrimina¬ 
tion, flinging open a door to the 
notion that choosing to stay sin¬ 
gle was the right choice for her. 

Writing that chapter sparked 
an epiphany for Rhimes. She 
realized she unwittingly had 
led him on. 

“He had said, ‘I thought you 
were a traditional person,’ and 
suddenly I realized that I had 
completely created myself for 
him as someone who seemed 
to want to get married. Up until 
that moment, I thought, ‘How 
dare he say I’m traditional?!’ But 
then I realized, ‘That was my 
doing.’” 

The creation of Year of Yes 
was as swift as Rhimes’ punchy, 
often stream-of-conscious writ¬ 
ing style. It poured out of her 
this summer and the next thing 
she knew, she was holding the 
book’s galleys. 

“That’s when I freaked out. 
Suddenly this book was real, and 
I was reminded that eveiybody 
in the world is going to read it. 
So I had my panic. And then I 
reread it and I felt OK. It’s hon¬ 
est and wildly freeing.”

Actor, comedian, cartoonist. Ju¬ 
dah Friedlander is best known for 
playing the role of Frank Rossi- 
tano, the deadpan comedy writer 
on NBC’s 30 Rock, the New York 
comedian has now published an 
anthology of drawings, If The 
Raindrops United. He spoke with 
Metro from New Orleans. 

You’ve been drawing car¬ 
toons since you were a kid. 
How has your work evolved? 

If you look at the thought, 
there’s a lot more brain be¬ 
hind it. Even though the 
style is simple, the ideas are 
not simple. An example of a 
simple drawing in the book is 
that one that shows a mouth 
and teeth all perfectly straight 
except one is crooked. (The 
caption reads: “A lone tooth 
fights bravely against fas¬ 
cism.”) If you look at that, you 
don’t lrnow what the f— it is. 
Once you read what it says 
below, you then realize what 
it’s about, and then you laugh. 
And it’s also a serious state¬ 
ment about conformity. 

But it’s not like these are just 


10-minute sketches. 

Yeah, that doesn’t mean I’m 
not tweaking them over and 
over again. I might do 15 dif¬ 
ferent versions of one before 
I come to one I think works 
best. I actually used to do oil 
paintings, I did drawings, 
some stuff that was very real¬ 
istic. But for what I’m doing 
now, if I think of a concept for 
a drawing and a joke, I can get 
the same point across doing 
a simple drawing that might 
take anywhere from 20 min¬ 
utes to two hours. 

You were in American 
Splendor, so you 
probably spent some 
time with Harvey 
Pekar. And you’re 
doing voice work 
for Seth McFar- 
lane’s upcoming 
Bordertown 
(starting Jan. 

3). So did you 
also read 
comics and 
watch a 
lot of car¬ 
toons? 

Yeah, and I 
actually did 
animation 
in high 



school. When I was in the 
10th Grade, I had a short film 
that was best animated short 
at the Maryland Film Festival. 
It was called Beware Rondo. I 
might put that up on my web¬ 
site soon! 

Any comics or cartoonists 
that inform your style? 

From the front of the book, 
Tina Fey references B. Kliban. 
He was a big influence. A little 
later, I was a fan of Gaiy Lar¬ 
son. And then John Callahan, 
and the old National Lam¬ 
poons from the 70s and ’80s. 

You’re attracted to visual 
jokes? 

What a lot of people don’t 
realize is that with writ¬ 
ing jokes, and this can 
be said for some of my 
drawings as well, what 
you leave out with 
words or even 
with signals 
and drawings is 
often much 
I more import¬ 
ant than what 
you put in, or 
just as important.

Ellen DeGeneres likes homes. 
That much is evident if you 
watch her HGTV series Ellen’s 
Design Challenge, where furni¬ 
ture-makers fight to create the 
coolest side table you will never 
use in order to win $100,000. 

DeGeneres has bought and 
renovated close to a dozen 
abodes over the last 25 years. 
Seven of them are represented 
in her coffee-table book, along 
with a spattering of interiors 
from her designer collaborators. 

The talk-show host does have 
design chops, including an ap¬ 
preciation for modernists such 
as Jean Royere and Arne Jacob¬ 
sen. As expected, even though 
she was bom in New Orleans, 
the majority of the homes are 
reflective of modern-day L.A.

The Horse Ranch 

DeGeneres’ 26-acre horse ranch 
north of Los Angeles. Built by 
actor William Powell in the 
1920s, it has been both a mon¬ 
astery and a rehab centre over 
the years. The talk-show host 
said she approached the task 


like she was “designing and 
decorating 10 different homes” 
since there were so many cab¬ 
ins and barns on the property. 
This bam is used as a recreation 
centre, decorated with an early 
20th-century American work 
table and a vintage wicker chair. 
In the centre is a French 19th- 


century Os de Mouton settee. 
Opposite the seating area is a 
Belgian desk that holds a 20th- 
century African mask. 

Santa Barbara 

If you are going to live in Santa 
Barbara, it might as well be in a 
villa — in this case, a Tuscanite- 


influenced beauty 
designed by American architect 
Wallace Frost. The stone home 
is situated on a hill filled with 
olive trees and overlooking the 
Pacific. 

“It’s like a glorious stone fun- 
house full of strange nooks and 
crannies and little moments of 
surprise,” says DeGeneres. “I 
think this is our forever house.” 
Outside DeGeneres has placed 
an 18th-century Belgian farm 
table on which sits a sculpture 
of a pig. Art is deftly placed 
everywhere, including vintage 


The Brody House 

The Brody House is one of the 
most significant homes in Los 
Angeles. The Brodys were phil¬ 
anthropists who commissioned 
architect A. Quincy Jones and 
designer William Haines to cre¬ 
ate one of the great modernist 
structures. They even had Henri 
Matisse do a mural for the court¬ 
yard — which has since been 
donated to a museum. 

The spa seen here is minimal¬ 
ism at its finest: marble slab 
walls, terrazzo floors and palm 
woods. DeGeneres didn’t live 
here long. After pay¬ 
ing a reported $40 mil¬ 
lion for the home, she 
1 flipped it to Napster 
founder Sean Parker 
for a mind-blowing $55 
million. 

The Blackmans 

DeGeneres takes in¬ 
spiration from the 
homes of her collab¬ 
orators, including Adam Black¬ 
man. Blackman is the owner 
of iconic L.A. furniture store 
Blackman Cruz, where the talk- 
show host sources many of her 
furnishings. This home is also 
designed by A. Quincy Jones but 
in the Brentwood neighbour¬ 
hood. Wall plaques of inlaid 
stone show a love for Montici 
art. Around the corner lies a 
weathered Mies van der Rohe 
Barcelona couch. Beside it is a 
Japanese bronze flower arran¬ 
ging dish.

The thermostat monitors the 
temperature and the burner 
adjusts to keep it within one 
degree Fahrenheit, says Lou 


Lenzi, director for GE Appli¬ 
ances’ industrial design oper¬ 
ation. Paragon starts shipping 
in December for $249 US. GE is 
already using the thermometer 
for some of its other stovetops. 

Calorie-counting pans 

For people trying to reduce 
their calorie intake, it can be 
a challenge when recipes don’t 
offer nutrition guides (or when 
you stray from the recipe). This 
was the problem New York- 
based nutritionist Prachi Baxi 
and her engineer brother tried 
to solve, she says. The duo cre¬ 


ated SmartyPans, with con¬ 
nected smartphone app, that 
dishes out a calorie count based 
on actual food added. Tell the 
app what you’re adding (the 
app is voice activated) and it 
measures the quantity as in¬ 
gredients are dropped. The 
pans are currently available 
for presale in the U.S. for $189 
US, though Baxi hopes to have 
it more widely available by 
spring next year. 

Smarter storage 

Toronto-based SKE Labs is get¬ 
ting set to start shipping its 


smart jars, Neo. The wireless 
jars communicate with an app, 
while sensors measure weight 
and manually entered best- 
before dates track freshness. 
The app even suggests recipes 
based on what’s in the pan¬ 
try. As ingredients get low, 
they’re automatically added 
to a shopping list (for those 
who frequent nearby groceiy 
stores) or auto-ordered from 
online retailers (for those who 
opt to shop digitally). Neo (six 
jars for $299), is estimated to 
start shipping this November.

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No Connor, no hope? Not 
unless defence improves 




It’s gut-checlc time, people. 
The Connor McDavid injuiy 
was obviously devastating, 
but the Edmonton Oilers 
will move on, because they 
have no choice in the mat¬ 
ter. What must occur, as the 
team sits 5-10 and much 
closer to last place overall 
than a playoff spot, is some 
serious introspection. A grim 
assessment of the master 
plan must be unfurled. 

For example, when GM 
Peter Chiarelli was seeking 
an upgrade in goaltending 
this summer, the man who 
got the job was former New 
York Rangers backup Cam 
Talbot. The autumn brought 
along the demotion of last 
year’s starter, Ben Scrivens, 
in favor of another newbie 
in Anders Nilsson. Expecta¬ 
tions were pretty bullish for 
Talbot and so far— though I 
wouldn’t fault him altogeth¬ 
er — it’s been a bad scene. 

Talbot’s .893 save percent¬ 
age heading into Wednes¬ 
day’s game puts him 37th 
overall in the NHL, while 
his 3.00 goals-against aver¬ 
age ranks 35th. Nilsson has 
actually been the better net- 
minder stats-wise, though in 
far fewer games. 

For me, this was all a mat-

ter of fuzzy logic from the 
beginning. The Oilers were 
taking a gamble on Talbot, 
but it was more of a leap 
than I believe they let on. 


Yes, Talbot put up some 
stunning results for the Ran¬ 
gers in the past two seasons, 
particularly last year when 
famed starter Henrik Lun- 
dqvist got hurt. But Talbot 
did so with one of the best 
defense corps in the world 
in front of him. Could it be, 
dear reader, that the prowess 
of players such as Ryan Mc- 
Donagh, Marc Staal and Dan 
Girardi had something to do 
with his success? 

I don’t think I’m making 


a big leap here. 

In Edmonton, the top de¬ 
fenseman, in terms of ice 
time, is Justin Schultz. While 
he and McDonagh share 
a University of Wisconsin 
lineage, McDonagh is much 
more accomplished in the 
D-zone and basically a goal- 
tender’s best friend. Com¬ 
pare the Rangers and Oilers 
down the depth chart and 
you will find superiority on 
the New York end. 

If the Oilers hoped to get 


similar results from Talbot, 
they would have to surround 
him with similar talent. 

Sure, you could hope that his 
potential as a starter would 
steal games for you, but that 
won’t dictate real-world suc¬ 
cess. And so far, that mis¬ 
placed hope has not helped 
Edmonton in the standings. 
Can Talbot find his form be¬ 
hind the current “D” corps? 
That may be the only way 
out of this mess - and it still 
might not be enough.

Gushue back in action 
after head-injury absence 

Veteran curler Brad 
Gushue returned to action 
Wednesday for the first 
time since suffering a head 
injury last month. The St. 
John's skip opened against 
Saskatoon's Steve Laycock 
in the late-afternoon draw 
at The National at General 
Motors Centre. 

Gushue needed seven 
stitches to close a gash 
above his right eye after he 
fell Oct. 31 at The Masters 
in Truro, N.S. He lost his 
balance and landed head 
first on the ice. Gushue 
thinks a buildup of frost 
on his shoe's gripper may 
have caused him to fall. 

Gushue went down 
in the fourth end, got 
stitched up at a nearby 
hospital, and returned in 
the seventh end of a 5-2 
quarter-final loss to Lay- 
cock. 

He said he experienced 
concussion-like symptoms 
after he left the arena and 
again the next day. Gushue 
underwent a CT scan when 
he returned home and 
rested for almost a week. 
Gushue, 35, won Olympic 
gold at the 2006 Win¬ 
ter Games in Turin, Italy.

CFL SEMIFINALS PREVIEW 

History not on 
side of Lions 
or Argonauts 
in semifinals 

Jonathon Jennings and the B.C. 
Lions won’t have history on 
their side when they march 
into Calgary on Sunday. 

Jennings and Co. visit the 
defending Grey Cup cham¬ 
pions in the West Division 
semifinal. Calgary won the 
season series 2-0, including a 
28-7 decision last weekend in 
Vancouver. 

Calgary (14-4) finished tied 
with Edmonton for the CFL’s 
best regular-season record. 
But the Eskimos won the sea¬ 
son series 2-1 and the right to 
host either the Stampeders 
or Lions in the West Division 
final Nov. 22. 

B.C. (7-11) finished third in 
the West. Also on Sunday, the 
Hamilton Tiger-Cats host the 
Toronto Argonauts in the East 
Division semifinal. The winner 
takes on the Ottawa Redblaclcs 
at TD Place on Nov. 22. 

This will mark the 12th 
playoff meeting between Cal¬ 
gary and B.C., with the Stam¬ 


peders having won eight of 
them. They’re also 5-0 in the 
semifinal round. 

It’s Jennings who holds the 
key for B.C. In his six games as 
the club’s starter, the six-foot, 
195-pound former Saginaw 
Valley State star ranks third 
overall in passing yards — be¬ 
hind Ottawa’s Henry Burris 
and Edmonton’s Mike Reilly 
— but stands first in TD strikes 
(15) and quarterback efficiency 
(108.9). 

Jennings, 23, became just 


the sixth quarterback in 
league history to exceed 1,000 
yards passing in his first three 
starts, Historically, only Jeff 
Garcia and Tobin Rote threw 
for more yards than Jennings’ 
total of 1,017 over that span. 

He’ll now face a Calgary 
defence that allowed a league- 
low 16.1 points per game, was 
ranked second against the pass 
and third versus the run. 

And there’s the matter of 
having to play Calgary at Mc¬ 
Mahon Stadium. The Stamped¬ 


ers finished tied with Edmon¬ 
ton for the CFL’s best home 
record at 8-1. 

Pick: Calgary. 

Playing at Tim Hortons Field 
has been a nightmare for To¬ 
ronto (10-8), which is 0-3 there 
versus Hamilton (10-8) and 
0-5 overall (including two re¬ 
located games this year). But 
going on the road is nothing 
new for the Argos, who played 
13 of their 18 regular-season 
games away from Rogers Cen¬ 
tre and were a respectable 7-6. 
After going 7-0 at the venue 
last year, the Ticats won their 
first three home games this 
year but have dropped four 
of their last six games there 
since. 

The Ticats were 8-3 and 
playing like definite Grey Cup 
contenders before quarter¬ 
back Zach Collaros suffered a 
season-ending knee injury in 
a 25-18 home loss to Edmon¬ 
ton on Sept. 19. 

It’s unclear if rookie backup 
Jeff Mathews will play Sunday 
after missing last weekend’s 
contest with a head injury. 
Even if Mathews does play, 
Hamilton’s offence is a dif¬ 
ferent unit without Collaros. 
Pick — Toronto.

BOBSLEIGH 

Humphries feeling frustrated 


Tension is building between 
Olympic women’s bobsleigh 
champion Kaillie Humphries 
and her sport’s federation. 

Humphries wants to pilot 
four-man sleds on the World 
Cup circuit in addition to her 
women’s races. But the Calgar¬ 
ian says Bobsleigh Canada Skel¬ 
eton will not let her. 

“I’ve never been in a situation 
where my goals and dreams 
have not aligned with Bobsleigh 
Canada’s,” Humphries said Wed¬ 


nesday. “It’s an extremely diffi¬ 
cult situation for me currently.” 

The world governing body, 
the FIBT, ruled prior to the start 
of last season that four-man 
bobsleighs would be “gender 
neutral”, opening the door for 
the inclusion of a four-woman 
bobsleigh in the world cham¬ 
pionships and Winter Olympics. 

Women’s bobsleigh was intro¬ 
duced as an Olympic sport in 
2002 as a two-person event, 
while the men continued to race 


two-man and four-man sleds. 
Humphries lobbied hard for the 
door to open for her and other 
women in the four-man sled. 
She feels like her own federa¬ 
tion is closing it on her again. 

Canada has two international 
quota berths in four-man this 
season, and the FIBT took the 
unusual step of awarding a 
third to Canada specifically for 
Humphries. But BCS has its own 
qualification standards.
